W o r ld s Champion Horseshoe P itc h e r .

O U may not have suspected it, but 
a great many of your sw anky neigh­ 
bors have been slipping off 
at odd 
moments during the past tw o years 
and joining the boys for a little harm less horse­ 
shoe pitching. 
At least 1,000,000 A m ericans 
are in organized clubs, and probably 2,000,- 
000 m ore “ just pitch,’* without the formality 
of organization. 
T h e 
membership 
o f 
both 
groups is increasing at an amazing ra te . 
In fact, the time has about arrived when 
your tilt-nosed neighbor, who used to 
affect 
golf knickers and polo shirts, can openly admit 
and boast of the fact th a t be now pitches horse­ 
shoes. 
It is a new sport, originated o n ly about 
5000 years ago; sham e on us for not having 
popularized it sooner. 
A t this writing I am the head man o f horse­ 
shoe pitching. 
I’m the world’s cham p. 
My 
pride in th at fact is. I think, justifiable, because 
1 have worked hard for my position a n d I be­ 
lieve th at I can relinquish ii with g o o d grace 
when a better pitcher comes along. 
Several 
fellows are crowding m e aiready. 
A nd w e are not “ hicks." 
The y o k els who 
formerly pitched shoes (off real equine feet) 
at a buggy axle stuck in the ground, o u t back 
of Sw eeney’s Livery S table, are no lo n g er rep­ 
resentative of the grow ing new army o f horse­ 
shoe sportsmen. 
M any of us who are in the “upper brackets” 
of horseshoe pitching never set foot on a farm, 
never shod a horse, w ould not recognize a 
single-tree if we saw one. 
I am an exception 
to that ru le; I was born on a Kansas farm and 
grew u p -o n one in C alifornia, but this fact is 
just a coincidence. 
H orseshoe pitching is no longer a sport for 
the senile hayseeds, to be regarded w ith a sort 
of contemptuous grin. 
Strictly speaking, it 
never w as.

N ot as violent as tennis or as spectacular as 
football, my sport nevertheless approaches per­ 
fection. 
Any competent physician or physical 
trainer w ill inform you that the ideal exercise 
is one th at combines long, leisurely 
outdoor 
activity w ith a spirit of competitive play. T h at’s 
horseshoes. 
I have thrown 
5 6 
shoes, each 
weighing 
about w h at a brickbat weighs, die 40 feet from 
stake to stake and m ad e a ringer ev ery time. 
A ringer is a perfect throw — the shoe cleanly 
looped over or around the stake. 
In IOO throws I have a score of 9 2 ringers. 
One of my good friends, and the one w h o seems 
most likely to knock m e off my championship 
pedestal, has a record of 94 ringers in IOO 
throws. 
H e is Jim m y 
Lecky, of 
Phoenix. 
A rizona, a boy of 21. 
Incidentally, Jim has a crippled fo o t which 
forces him to reverse all the normally correct 
positions of throwing, to ignore the theoretically 
perfect 
stance.

right-handed p itch er, he 
miraculously throws w ith his right foot forw ard, 
instead of his left. 
T ry it just once a n d you’ll 
know w hat I mean.

V 
w orld’s championship was 
w o n 
last 
sum mer at the international tournam ent in 
Chicago, where I was fortunate enough to take 
the crow n away from 
Blair N unam aker of 
Cleveland. Ohio, a pitcher whose shoe goes 
at the stake like a bullet, and w hose mouth 
meanwhile does the 
m ost astonishing 
contor­ 
tions you could im agine! 
I have laughed m any time* at B lair’* mouth. 
But w hen I have to pitch against him he is 
not funny. 
He is a menace. 
It has taken me 12 years to win th e highest 
prize. 
I started pitching w hen I was l l . 
In school, 
the teachers used to tell us that “ R o m e wa? 
not built in a day,” that success c a m e only 
after years of concentration and purposeful en­ 
deavor, but that there is always plenty o f room 
at the top of the lad d er. 
(You know what 
I mean, you remember all that old copybook 
stuff as well ai I.) 
W ell, the copybooks and the teachers were 
wrong on just one point— there is not alway- 
plenty o f room at the top! 
W h en I got within sight, so to speak, ol 
the horseshoe championship, the competition 
was still keen. 
A lot of other fellows evident 
ly had used the same copybooks or had the

same teachers, back in th e pre-war days. 
B ut 
no m a tte r; my point is th a i skill in horseshoe 
pitching, just as in boxing or banking or sailing 
or tin g in g , comes only w ith patience and pains. 
l i n s new-old sport o f 
horseshoes just re­ 
verifies for the many-milhonth time the fact th at 
we can n o t have something for nothing. 
Trite 
as th a t is, I have profited from the tremendous 
m oral lesson in it. 
T h e good old world can 
stand a few trite copybook maxims now. I'm 
thinking. 


T I O R S E S H O E pitching deserves the high- 
*• * ranking place it seem s about to claim in 
the category of A m erican sports. 
I he m ain 
reason is that it is m uch better as a game of 
participation than as a g a m e of exhibition. 
B aseb all or football is fine for the players. 
But th e proportion is very b a d : 18 or 22 p lay ­ 
ers to 
18 or 22 th o u san d spectators. 
T h e 
latter get only synthetic exercise and vicarious 
thrill. 
B u t horseshoe pitching is just mildly sensa­ 
tional to watch. 
I he g re a t and good fun in 
it lies in doing it yourself, an d any man, w om an 
or c h ild of IO or over, w h o is not actually in 
a w h ee l chair, can go o n to the court and start 
right into the game! 
O n e of the best horseshoe pitchers I know 
is clubfooted. 
I know 
a t least two fellows 
who pitch but who have only one arm 
A n d 
m any, many a good fello w suffering or con 
v a le tin g from tome m ild form of tuberculosis, 
asth m a or other m alady can and does pitch 
horseshoes, to his infinite betterment, especially 
in freshness and peace o f mind. 
M iddle-aged 
mammas 
whose exercise 
is 
lim ited to shuffling the c a rd s would save m il­ 
lions in doctor bills if social custom did not 
p reclu d e 
their active 
participation in 
horse­ 
shoes. 
Even pot-bellied m en can be rejuvenat­ 


ed at the horseshoe pits. 
(A n d I have no 
sign-lhe-roupon course to sell!) 


I M E N T IO N E D that horseshoe pitching had 
only limited exhibition value, but I do not 
mean that spectators cannot enjoy horseshoes. 
Just a 
few days ago my 
friend Jirnmie 
Lecky challenged me to an official set-to. I hat 
kid can drop two heavy horseshoes around the 
stake from 4 0 feet as nonchalantly as most 
boys bu age light their cigarets. 
T o lick him 
I had to give my very best; I w arn you am 
binous pitchers everywhere— it w on’t do any 
good to drop poison in my coffee unless you 
put some in L ccky’s tool 
In that match we tied the w orld’s record of

straight “ four d e ad s,’’ that is, pitches in 
Inch both contest,tnts made two ringers. (In 
which event nobody scores.) 
Eleven straight 
double ringers, Indies and gentlemen, is p len ty 
excellent, and I don’t care who you are. W h e n 
ever you can beat it, let me k n ow , 
I hat showing made a fine exhibition foi tin 
grandstand, and I have never heard m ore en­ 
thusiastic applause than those 
fans 
g a v e 
us. 
Therefore, atter the official games were over, 
Lecky and I volunteered to show them so m e 
of the “ fancy’’ stunts we like to do ju st for 
our own tun. 
I can (and d id ) put my $50 watch six 
inches iii front of the iron stake, stand on the 
platform 40 feet aw ay and toss four straight 
ringers, leaving my w atch unharmed. 
Some­ 
times I ask a friendly spectator to lend me his 
watch, but that takes faith! 


W E amazed the crowds, however, with 
* 
another spectacular trick, really very 
simple if you can pitch shoes. 
A pretty girl friend of ours (certainly we 
have ’em !) placed her dainty chin right on 
top of the stake, while Jimmy and I stood 
in the opposite pitching hoard, 40 feet aw ay, 
and threw ringer after ringer under her nose. 
T he crowd was agitated, hut even the young 
lady’s make-up was quite unharmed. 
Either Lecky or I can make a loop of 
our arms about four fret in front of the 
stake, while the other tosses a half dozen 
or so ringers right through. 
For added in­ 
terest we sometimes have the pitcher blind­ 
folded. 
I can stick four or five matches, heads up, 
in the ground by the stake, back off 40 
feet and light them with the first shoe, which 
falls also as a ringer; then, 
with the second ringer, put 
the blaze out.

O U may not have suspected it, but 
a great many of your swanky neigh­ 
bors have been slipping off at odd 
moments during the past two years 


and joining the boys for a little harmless horse­ 
shoe pitching. 
A t least 1,000.000 Americans 
are in organized clubs, and probably 2.000,- 
000 more “ just pitch," without the formality 


of organization. 
The 
membership of both 
groups is increasing at an amazing rate. 
In fact, the time has about arrived when 
your tilt-nosed neighbor, who used to affect 
golf knickers and polo shirts, can openly admit 
and boast of the fact that he now pitches horse­ 
shoes. 
It is a new sport, originated only about 
5000 years ago; shame on us for not having 


popularized it sooner. 
A t this writing I am the head man of horse­ 


shoe pitching. 
I'm the world’s champ. 
M y 
pride in that fact is, I think, justifiable, because 
1 have worked hard for my position and I be­ 
lieve that I can relinquish it with good grace 
when a better pitcher comes along. 
Several 


fellows are crowding me aiready. 
And we are not "hicks.” 
The yokels who 
formerly pitched shoes (off real equine feet) 
at a buggy axle stuck in the ground, out back 
of Sweeney’s Livery Stable, are no longer rep­ 
resentative of the growing new army of horse­ 


shoe sportsmen. 
M any of us who are in the "upper brackets’ 
of horseshoe pitching never set foot on a farm, 
never shod a horse, would not recognize a 
single-tree if w’e saw one. 
I am an exception 
to that rule; I was born on a Kansas farm and 
grew up -on one in California, but this fact is 


just a coincidence. 
Horseshoe pitching is no longer a sport for 
the senile hayseeds, to be regarded with a sort 
of contemptuous grin. 
Strictly speaking, it 


never was. 
I 


F you doubt that, come on out to the 


courts with me sometime. 
In 20 minutes I will make a fool of you. 
1 will have your arm aching, your back sore, 
your head swimming, your inferiority complex 


doing hysterical somersaults. 
Not as violent as tennis or as spectacular as 
football, my sport nevertheless approaches per­ 
fection. 
Any competent physician or physical 
trainer will inform you that the ideal exercise 
is one that combines long, leisurely outdoor 
activity with a spirit of competitive play. That’s 


horseshoes. 
I 
have thrown 
56 shoes, 
each weighing 


about what a brickbat weighs, the 40 feet from 
stake to stake and made a ringer every time. 
A ringer is a perfect throw— the shoe cleanly 


looped over or around the stake. 
In 100 throws I have a score of 92 ringers. 
One of my good friends, and the one who seems 
most likely to knock me off my championship 
pedestal, has a record of 94 ringers in 100 
throws. 
H e is Jimmy Lecky, of Phoenix. 


Arizona, a boy of 21. 
Incidentally, Jim has a crippled foot which 
forces him to reverse all the normally correct 
positions of throwing, to ignore the theoretically 
perfect stance. 
A right-handed pitcher, he 
miraculously throws with his right foot forward, 
instead of his left. 
Try it just once and you’ll 


know what I mean. 
M 


Y 
world’s championship was won 
last 


summer at the international tournament in 
Chicago, where 1 was fortunate enough to take 
the crown away from Blair Nunamaker of 
Cleveland. Ohio, a pitcher whose shoe goes 
at the stake like a bullet, and whose mouth 
meanwhile does the most astonishing contor­ 


tions you could imagine! 
1 have laughed many times at Blair's mouth. 
But when I have to pitch against him he is 


not funny. 
H e is a menace. 
It has taken me 12 years to win the highest 


prize. 
I started pitching when I was I 3. 
In school, 
the teachers used to tell us that "Rom e was 
not built in a day," that success came only 
after years of concentration and purposeful en 
deavor, but that there is always plenty of room 
at the top of the ladder. 
(Y o u know what 
I mean, you remember all that old copybook 


stuff as well as I.) 
W e ll, the copybooks and the teachers were 
wrong on just one point-— there is not aiway- 


plenty of room at the topi 
W hen I got within sight, so to speak, of 
the 
horseshoe 
championship, 
the

A lot of other fellows evident­ 
ly had used the same copybook* or had the

same teachers, back in the pre-war days. 
But 
no matter; my point is that skill in horseshoe 
pitching, just as in boxing or banking or sailing 
or singing, comes only with patience and pains. 
llu s new-old sport of horseshoes just re- 
verifies for the many-millionth time the fact that 
we cannot have something for nothing. 
1 rite 
as that is, I have profited from the tremendous 
moral lesson in it. 
The good old world can 
stand a few trite copybook maxims now, I ’m 


thinking. 
n 


O R S E S H O E pitching deserves the high- 


ranking place it seems about to claim in 
the category of American sports. 
1 he main 
reason is that it is much better as a game of 
participation than as a game of exhibition. 
Baseball or football is fine for the players. 
But the proportion is very bad: 18 or 22 play­ 
ers to 18 or 22 thousand spectators. 
The 
latter get only synthetic exercise and vicarious 


thrill. 
But horseshoe pitching is just mildly sensa­ 


tional to watch. 
The great and good fun in 
it lies in doing it yourself, and any man, woman 
or child of 10 or over, who is not actually in 
a wheel chair, can go onto the court and start 


right into the game! 
One of the best horseshoe pitchers I know 
is clubfooted. 
I know at least two fellows 
who pitch but who have only one arm. 
And 
many, many a good fellow suffering or con­ 
valescing from some mild form of tuberculosis, 
asthma or other malady can and does pitch 
horseshoes, to his infinite betterment, especially 


in freshness and peace of mind. 
Middle-aged 
mammas 
whose 
exercise 
is 


limited to shuffling the cards would save mil­ 
lions in doctor bill« if social custom did nol 
preclude 
their

shoes. 
Even pot-bellied men can be rejuvenat­ 


ed at the horseshoe pits. 
(A n d I have no 
sign-the-coupon course to sell!)

M E N TIO N E D that horseshoe pitching had 


only limited exhibition value, but 1 do n o t 
mean that spectators cannot enjoy horseshoes. 
Just a few days ago my 
friend Jimmie 
Lecky challenged me to an official set-to. 1 hat 
kid can drop two heavy horseshoes around the 
stake from 40 feet as nonchalantly as most 
boys hi* age light their cigarets. 
To lick him 
I had to give my very best; I warn you am­ 
bitious pitchers everywhere-— it won’t do any 
good to drop poison in my coffee unless you 


put some in Lecky s too! 
In that match we tied the world’s record of

I I straight "four deads,” that is, pitches in 
wh ich both contestants made two rin g ers. (In 
which event nobody scores,) 
Eleven straig h t 
double ringers, ladies and gentlemen, is p len ty 
excellent, and 1 don’t care wh o y o u 
ire. When 


ever you can beat it, let me know. 
That showing made a fine exhibition for tin 
grandstand, and I have never heard more en­ 
thusiastic applause than those fans gave us. 
Therefore, after the official games were over, 
L^cky and I volunteered to show them some 
of the "fan cy" stunts we like to do just for 


our own fun. 
I can (and did) put my $50 watch six 
inches in front of the iron stake, stand on the 
platform 40 feet away and toss four straight 
ringer*, leaving my watch unharmed. 
Some­ 
times 1 ask a friendly spectator to lend me his 


watch, but that take* faith! 


T E ’ E amazed the crowd*, however, with 


another spectacular trick, really very 


simple if you can pitch shoe*. 
A pretty girl friend of ours (certainly we 
have 'em !) placed her dainty chin right on 
top of the stake, while Jimmy and I stood 
in the opposite pitching board, 40 feet away, 
and threw ringer after ringer under her nose. 
The crowd was agitated, but even the young 
lady’s make-up was quite unharmed. 
Either Lecky or I can make a loop of 
our arms about four feet ir. front of the 
stake, while the other tosses a half dozen 
or so ringers right through. 
For added in­ 
terest we sometimes have the pitcher blind­ 


folded. 
I can stick four or five matches, beads up. 
in the ground by the stake, back off 40 
them with the first shoe, which 
falls also a* a linger; then, 
with the second ringer, put 
the blaze out. 
This is ex­ 
tremely hard to do, I a** 
sure you. 
Sometimes Lecky 
or 
I 
combine 
this 
match 
stunt with the watch, for an 


added hazard. 
Either of us can sit on 
the ground in front of the 
stake a few feet, wearing 
a dunce hat or a common 
paper sack which absolute­ 
ly bides the stake from the 
pitcher’s 
view, 
while 
the 
other 
throws 
a 
shoe that 
becomes a ringer and also 
knocks 
oft 
the hat. 
O r, 
either of us can throw over 
a blanket which hides the 
stake completely, including 


the pit around it, and still 
make ringers. 
These tricks of horseshoe 
pitching are good fun, but 
they have little to do with 


the game itself. 
They come 
only after years of intensive 
practice, so that handling 


i horseshoe is as simple or simpler than han­ 


dling your kmte and fork. 
O f course, I have kept no record, but as 


ne.uly is 1 can estimate it I have thrown • 
total of 2, 500.000 shoe* during the 12 years 
lust started pitching. 
You try any­ 
thing 2,500,000 times and you are likely to 


become expert at it.

XD R the last few years, during which I was 


consciously 
aiming at the championship, 
1 have taken especial pains to keep myself in 
perfect 
physical 
trim, 
have 
done 
extensive 
training in addition to the daily practice I do 


on the courts. 


Like prize fighters, I do "road work." 
I 
do gymnastics, shadow boxing, bending exer­ 
cises. leg arengtheners, everything I can to 
keep my »ell giaceiul and mpple. 
I don’t do 
it to show oif before the girls, as some of the 
old cronies ot the horseshoe couits accuse me, 
hut to maintain my high percentage of perfect 
throws. 
That

minutes on the courts to 
which 1 invited vou would also prove that leg 
muscles are about as important in horseshoe 
pitching as arm muscles and patience. 
A baseball pitcher, for that matter, throws 
with his legs almost as much as he does with 
hi> arms.
